The 20,000 junior agricultural club 
!)oys and girls in Kentucky produced 
$.J25,.384 worth of farm and home 
products last year, according to a re- 
port of the dob dapail— I «< tha 
College of Agricoltore. 

Vegetables and fruits canned by 
junior home-making clubs were val- 
ued at $24,469, and garments made by 
similar clubs at $25,469. Farm pro- 
ducts were valued as follows: Corn, 
$10,133; alfalfa hay, $600; poUtoes, 
$6,566; tobacco, $9,420; baby beef 
calves, $46,025; hogs, $62,346; sheep, 
$39,390; poultry. $59,654 and dairy 
stock owned by club members was 
valued at $42,025. 

While junior club work is conducted 
primarily for educational purposes, 
yet it has become of great financial 
valaM, aa tha abava tcaraa ahaar. 
Hundrada of hoys and girhi are not 
only receiving through club work val- 
uable training in the best methods 
and practices of farming and home- 
making, but also are accumulating 
bank accounts.

Few StudetUs Ate Qualified to 

Study for the Law Profession

Dean of the Law College of the Uni- 
versity and President-elect of 
Centre College 
It is an impossible task to select 
out of one hundred college students 
the five or ten who should study law. 
In tlw Arst plae» whOa a young 
man in college haa wftiria him those 

traits of character that will make or 
mar his manhood, he does not have 
these characteristics so developed that 
one can prt-ditt with certainty the 
kind of man he will be. In the second 
place, the law ia ao broad a floid that 
it contains within the ranks of those 
who attain success men of very dif- 
ferent types, men who are hermits in 
their zeal for exact and scholarly 
knowledge as well as men whose 
hearts are aflame with a love of hu- 
manity. In the third place, those 
great qualities of the soul that enable 
mea ta wia like aaaeaaa aa sag ia a m 
or doc t ors or hoaiaaaa men. *^vcry 
calling is great when greatly pur 
sued," and y<ftwg men who are capa 
ble of the great pursuit will win sue 
cess in any field. 

The great question that young man 
must ask himself in college is, "What 
do I want to do with my life?" He 
loMWS hy the ttaa Im graduates what 
are the things that bring him the larg- 
est happiness. Is it books or friends, 
is i1 piiwei or i>lay. it it the hope of 
a iireat luhievement or the cariying 
of a great responsibility ? He also 

knows, or should at least begin to 



suspect, what are his chances of ac- 
complishing his purpose. This is of 
course not a matter of comparing his 
grades with the grades of others but 
of comparing himself with other 
selvaa. How does he stack up with 
them as regards leadership and per- 
serverance and ability and willingness 
to see a job through? Then, with 
some notion of the things that bring 
him happiness and some recognition 
of his relative ^hance for success, the 

yoaaff aun ia eollaga eaa audw his 
gnoss as to the fteld whare he ahonhl 
work. And his goeaa is far more 
likely to be a good goess than any 
suggestion that may come from out- 
siders. He must find his mm star 
and hitch his wagon to it. 

Difficulties Obstruct Path 

The very best thing that a man in 
a profession can do for those who are 
considering that profession as their 
life work ia ta warn tkni ot eertate 
diineoltles they must meet. It is 
easy enough to tell a young man of 
limited powers of reason that he will 
never make a lawyer, but it is a much 
harder task to tell him what he would 
make or what he could do happily 
and wcU. It ia wiaer to point out 
difficaltica than to erect barriers, and 
conseqaavtly I would not say to any 
man that he should not study law. 
Many a man of limited natural en 
dowment has ma<le a career at the 
bar which far able men have envied.

ADDRESSES STUDEhrrS 



Specialiat moral Biuctttioii 
Delivera Daily Lectorea on 
"Rmttl School Problems, 

Present and Future" 



MR. BLACKWELL TO SPEAK 



Professor Harry G. Parkinson, of 
Pennslyvania, a specialist on rural 
education, delivered daily lectures this 
past week before the class in modern 
educational problems which meets the 
fifth hour. Hia theme wpa "The Rur- 
al School Rroblon, Its Present and 
Future?' A ndMber of other students 
and visitors attended the education 
class meetings in order to hear the 
noted speaker. 

Professor Parkinson is a gradimte 
of Waynesburg College, Waynesburg 
Pa., and of the University of Illinois. 
He is a candidate for a doetmr's de- 
gree at Cornell University. He is 
head of the department of rural ed- 
ucation in Pennslyvimia and was a 
member of the commission appointed 
by Governor Pinchot to study rural 
problems. Superintendent Thomas 
Finnegan made him chairman of the 
commission to work out the problem 
of education for the tiaaaiaawaalth 
of Pennsylvania. He waa appelated 
a member of the research comniaaioa 
by the American Vocational Associa- 
tion to work on an effective program 
of agricultural education in America. 

Professor Parkinson is trying to an- 
alyze the ability of the rural school 
system to pay for its schools and to 
determine whetiier or aot it can jaro- 
vide satisfaetary adasatlaa withoat 
outside ha^ fm$m ala*a ar aatlan 
or both. 

In addition to the lectures before 
the education class. Professor Parkin- 
son twice addressed the conference for 
teachers of vocational education which 
is being sponsored by the Education 
College. 

The lectures this week will be fol- 
lowed by another series next week on 
rural education which will he deliv- 
ered hy Mr. Blackwell, director of 
vocational education in Maryland. 
The first lecture will be given Mon- 
day, July 11 at the fifth hour and all 
students are invited to attend.

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But I do say that «deaa oaa ia willing 
to fight and orereome certain Affleul- 

ties in the practice of the law, he 
ought not enter the legal profession. 

What are these difficulties? First, 
there is the task of thinking. Most 
people find thinking an extremely un- 
pleasant occupation, a fact which ac- 
counts for the tabloid newspaper, cer- 
taiB itai MMMMS Mi daaartad 
eoBiHtion ef asaak Snviea. Ihe pop- 
ular idea of the lawyer is a man who 
talks a great deal, but the true pic- 
ture of a lawyer is a man who thinks 
a great deal. I'nless one enjoys the 
habit of climbing the windy heights 
of cold reason, he shonld not study 
law. ' For bowerer nndi some law- 
yers may fall short of this ideal, the 
responsibility of attorney to client re- 
quires the most exacting and pene- 
trating thought. He is a poor lawyer 
who does not think through his cases 
before he talks them out in court. 

Second, there is the task of fight- 
ing. I da Mt mean phyaieal combat, 
but tiiat struggl e In the arena of he 
courts which puts to the test all that 
a man has or nervous and moral and 
intellectual control. Not every law- 
yer is great in a court room, but un- 
less a young man is qualified to stand 
his ground in the battle of wits that 
marks the modem trial, he is not like- 
ly to athisffis giaatesaa hi amy athar 
field of tiw iBgal profeaaiun. Same 
men shrink from controversy as from 
physical danger. A great lawyer does 
not seek controvery but he does not 
shrink from it. He meets whatever 
comes in the way of argument, criti- 
ciam or attack. It takes a certain 
amoont of physical courage to stand 
op against the advocate who persists 
in ridicule or in innuendoes or in bla- 
tant falsehoods, and still be master of 
the situation. A client has the right 
to expect of his counsellor and advo- 
cate utter forgetfulness of self and 
complete devotion to the client's 
eaoM. Only a imb if 
meet that test. 

Must Bear Othstn* 

Thirdly, there is the tarit af 
den bearing. Unless a young man de- 
lights to share the burdens of others, 
he will find the practice of the law a 
wearisome undertaking. If the trou- 
bles of others annoy instead of in- 
terest you your lieensa ta psacyss 
law would be simfdy an in f UaU aa for 
further and ceaseless annoyance. Bat 
if in college days your friends have 
brought to you their difficulties be- 
cause they have found in you a sym- 
pathetic hearer and a wise counsellor, 
the practiee of tha hnr afmm the door 
for you to a larger and mot* responsi- 
ble share in wotldiv Mt tiM problems 
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
